la the days of defalcations and 


breaches of trust, there are tiro cause* 
which more than any other lead to snoh 
offenses, and these two causes, it is al 
most needless to say, are the drinkinj 
ot spirituoo* liquors to excess an< 
gambling. The first naturally leads to 
the latter, and the latter counts its vio 
time by the scores among young men. 


There is scarcely a daily paper we 


piek up which doei not bear us oat in 
this assertion, but one ease of recent 
occurrence demands mere than a pass- 
ing notice, and we propose to call the 
special attention of young men occupy 
ing responsible petitions to it, 


A few days ago a young man ol 


highly respectable appearance, whose 
name it is not necessary to give here, 
stood at the bar of the Court of General 
Sessions, charged with the crime of rob 
bing his employer. He did not deny 
his guilt, but told the story of his crime, 
and begged the clemency of tbe Court. 
His story in substance wan that he did 
not intend to steal the money, bnt had 
only used it to recover money that lie 
had lost in gambling, intending tore 
turn it when fortune favored him. 


He waa n graduate from the Wenteni 


University, of highly respectable par 
entage, and held a position which in- 
sured for hint a liberal salary, troops of 
friends, and the entree to tho best soci 
cty, but in an evil hour ho wits led into 
gambling, He lout money, of course, 
and, in the vain hope of getting it back, 
he was trmptcd to rob his employer. 
Tho next night lie visited the liuuso 
ugnin, nnd lost all his money. Then it 
seoniod to liim that he could not lose on 
the third night, and so In- took $40 
from tho money drawer and went a 
third time to the house, thinking that 
ho would certainly bo able to replace 
the money in the morning. This money 
WHH lost, and al the end of the week he 
had taken $200 
from 
the money 


drawer. 


"I was nearly wild," lie gaid, "because 


I only took the money to win back what 
I took the Ural time, and all thin time 
my employer waa treating mo no kindly 
that I felt as if I would go crazy. One 
night 1 called at my employer a house 
lo make a clean breast ot it, but be was 
not at home, and on my way back 1 
stopped at a gambling houM and won 
li-'5. I felt then that I eouid win 
enough money to pav him back, and 
thought that it would bo foolish to mako 
a confession and ruin myself when 1 
could pay the money back without let- 
ting anyone know I had taken it. The 
next night I won again, and had within 
'orty or fifty dollars of what I had 
taken. The day alter I went to the 
rambling houno as soon as I could get 
iway from the store, and then I lost all 
the money I had gained." 


This probably U the history of ninety- 


nine young men out of every hundred 
»bo are similarly tempted, and as it is 
lighly probable that thin will meet tho 
iyo of some youth who lias taken the 
irat downward stop in the n«e direc- 
tion, wo appeal to him by his own sclf- 
rcapcct, by tho love of his relatives and 
Viands, by all his hope* of the future, 
a stop at once, before it in too lato. If 
ip lias already taken tho first step let 
lim go to his employer without delay, 
nuke a full confession, and throw him- 
self on that employer's mercy. Should 
'w stifle the voice of conscience and 
istcn to the siren voice of tho tempter, 
Botbing is more certain than that ho 
rill eventually become the inmate of a 
felon's cell—despised by bis friends and 
condemned forever after to herd with 
felons. 


Money won at gambling brings with 


t no blessings under any circumstances. 
Ho professional gambler ever yet died 
rich, while the same exertion to nucu 


inlato money by such means lined in 
my honest direction would insure at 
east a comfortable living, and the lovo 
and respect of all good men. Iiot young 
men lay this lesson seriously to heart, 
and bo ever ready to exclaim when 
temptation assails them: "Got behind 
mo, Satan!"—Am York WtMy.

A Belgian profeMor bai published a 


work entitled "I'eriodicito de* Grands 
Deluge ReioJlant da Monvement Qrad- 
uel de la Linge dcs Aipideg de I* Tern," 
in which ht warm at that we may be on 
the lookout for another deluge of the 
world. AUertain regular]; recurring 
intervals, ho maintains, the water* of 
one hemisphere arc suddenly precipita- 
ted across the equator and flood the 
other. The last of these deluges, which 
alwaj* flow from north to south, or from 
south to north, was that of Noah's times, 
which was from the north. Ilonee the 
explanation of the great preponderance 
of water in tho southern hemisphere, 
and of the general southern trend of 
North and South America, Africa, and 
many peninsulas. The next of these 
deluges will flow from the south to the 
north. The eauae he argues, U the al- 
ternate increase and decrease of the ice- 
caps at tho poles, and the consequent 
change of the earth's cquiibriuai. Since 
1248, the South Pole has been contin- 
ually enlarging, while the North Pole 
has been proportionally diminishing, to- 
day tho diameter;of tho nouthern glacier 
being about 3,000 miles, and that of the 
northern 1,500. When these two gla- 
ciers shall hare arrived" at their maxi- 
mum and minimum extension, then will 
the earth be tilted over and bo sub- 
merged by another great flood, the fif- 
teenth of the kind that ban occurred.
